Industrial  Cooperative  Training  is  a  program  in  which  the  student  has  a 
regular  one  hour  class  each  day.  In  this  class  the  student  studies  text 
books  and  other  materials  furnished  by  the  coordinator  that  are  directly 
related  with  the  job  that  the  girl  or  boy  is  working  on  in  the  afternoon  or 
in  the  morning.  Also,  generally  related  materials  are  studied  by  all 
members  of  the  class  at  the  same  time.  This  general  material  is  on  the 
Labor  Laws  in  all  categories,  and  any  other  material  that  is  of  value  to  the 
student  in  everyday  life.  The  I.C.T.  program  has  been  at  Hopewell  High 
for  thirteen  years,  and  approximately  sixty-five  percent  of  the  students 
remain  in  their  field  of  endeavor  or  continue  their  studies  within  their 
chosen  occupation,  such  as  nursing,  auto  mechanics,  X-ray  technology,  lab 
technology,  newspaper  work,  and  many  other  fields.  All  credits  earned  in 
I.C.T.  are  acceptable  in  the  majority  of  colleges  and  institutions  of  higher 
learning.
